KERENS—Transformation of the 


Trinity River into "a series of small 
lakes from Fort Worth to the Gulf of 
Mexico" came in for some heated 
criticism here Monday night during a 
program hosted by David H. Brune, 
general manager of the Trinity River 
Authority. 


Brune had just completed an hour-long 


slide presentation on the progress of the 
Trinity project—citing the construction 
of dams, canal locks and sewage 
treatments plants that would make the 
river navigable for barge traffic by 
1985—vyhen five high school and college- 
age students opened fire. 


"It's just not necessary," said one 


youth. "We're not in favor of this kind of 
progress; we favor progress of the 
mind." 


"What we'll have here will no longer 


be a river," said another. You mention 
these sewage treatment plants ... why 
can't we have them without the canal? 
I'd rather have a dirty river than no 
river at all."

The frame Fellowship Hall located 


immediately 
behind the two-year 


modern sanctuary of North Side Baptist 
Church, 2800 N. Beaton •' St., was 
destroyed by a fire believed caused by a 
bolt of lightning Monday afternoon. 
\ No monetary estimate of the loss was 
available, the Rev. David Hale, who had 
assumed his pastorate of the church just 
four weeks ago, said. 


"Wehad insurance, but I feel it will be 


inadequate," he said to replace the 
building which formerly was the main 
church building. "The Fire Chief tells 
me the building is considered a total 
loss," he added. 


The fire was discovered Monday about 


3:25 p.m. Several persons telephoned 
alarms in quick succession, the fire 
being spotted by residents near the 
church and by persons at the North Park 
Shopping complex across Forrest Lane 
from the church. 


Chief Tieman said the 10 firemen on 


duty, including himself, had the fire 
"under control" within 45 minutes, but 
the last pockets of fire were not tamped 
out until 6 p.m. Firemen maintained a 
watch on the smouldering rubble into the 
night. 


When firemen first arrived on the 


scene, smoke was issuing from louvered 
vents in the attic at the building's front. 


Rev. Hale and Custodian J. C. Marr, 


who were working inside the church 
were unaware of the blaze until a neigh- 
bor came to the sanctuary to tell them 
"fire trucks are gathering behind the 
church." 


Both the minister and custodian had 


been outside behind the church only 30 
minutes or so before the blaze was 
discovered and nothing was amiss at the 
time. 


The building was last used Sunday,

for the dam sight. The TRA made the 
selection in an effort to preserve the 
Catfish Creek and Gus Engling Wildlife 
Management areas above Palestine. 


"The selection of the alternate sight... 


is the first time the Corps of Engineers 
has accepted an alternate that is not the 
cheapest of all alternatives," he said. 


Describing the Trinity improvement 


Assn. (TIA) as "a Chamber of Com- 
merce for the entire Trinity River 
basin," Brune itemized, during his 
program the accomplishments of the 
association since its birth in 1930. 


Construction of 1,200 flood control 


dams by the Soil Conservation Service 
and the Corps of Engineers through 1944 
was mentioned by Brune as one of the 
highlights of the TIA's years of service 


prior to the creation of the TRA in 1955. 


The TIA raised the necessary funds for 


presentation of the TRAs Master Plan, 
.he told the audience, which calls for 
completion of the channel for barge 
traffic, the construction of 49 dams 
throughout the Trinity River basin, and 
the addition of five additional floodway 
and levee systems,'similar to those in 
Dallas and Fort Worth. The Plan also 
calls for more rural flood control dams 
and adoption of sewage1 treatment 
controls within the area. 


"Sewage treatment is the most im- 


portant thing your city does," Brune 
stated, going on to add that the TRA has 
been farsighted about pollution control. 


If the TRA's' Regional Sewerage 


System west of Dallas had not been 
completed in 1959, Brune said, there 
would be 40 sewage treatment plants in 
the area today instead of the one. 


On Youth's Death 


.. Judge Howe French has ruled "death 
due to asphyxiation secondary to 
aspiration of vomitus. 
Cause of 


asphyxiation unknown," in the death of 
Tony Maurice Pryor. Pryor, 14, died 
June 2 after becoming ill and collapsing 
at Sherrard's Shell Station, S. Hwy. 287. 


French said that the blood test con- 


ducted in the inquest did not reveal that 
the youth had been sniffing a deodorant, 
as was previously believed. 


French said that the youth had been 


seen behind the station, came to the. 
front and began to "vomit" and fell 
down. 


Pryor's companions, Eddie Sherrard 


and Jerry MacNewland and an' 
unidentified customer, put the youth in a 
truck and Sherrard and MacNewland 
took him to Memorial Hospital, where he 
was pronounced dead on arrival at 10:10 
p.m. 


June 20, for a breakfast and had been 
locked and unentered since last Thur- 
sday when Marr removed trash from the 
building for city pick up. 


The Rev. Hale said the church had just 


begun making some plans to convert the 
use of the building to a youth recreation 
center that would be open in the af- 
ternoon. 


Chief Tieman said the fire spread 


through the building "about as fast as 
any I've ever seen. We broke in and 
Fireman W. B. Hanna and I went 
through opening the windows. The only 
smoke inside the building was coming 
from the southeast corner room (for- 
merly the pastor's office-study). 


"As we started back out, I heard this 


swoosh and felt the wind at my back as 
the ceiling fell in," Chief Tieman said, 
adding with a shake of the head, "about 
two feet behind me." 


Chief Tieman said within two minutes 


the entire building from front to back 
was engulfed in flames through the attic- 
roof area, and from the fallen burning 
ceiling debris. 


Firemen had climbed atop a roof 


awning over the front doorway to pole 
hook the louvered vents away so they 
could direct streams of water into the 
attic. Three firemen had just come 
down, and were standing almost directly 
under it when the porch roof fell in their 
midst. "They had a narrow escape," the 
fire chief said. 


At the scene Monday afternoon, Chief 


Tieman felt the fire had started in the 
attic, and had been burning "for some 
time" before the first smoke was spotted 
issuing forth. • . . ' • • ' 


He said the fire had to have burned for 


sometime before its discovery for the 
ceiling to fall in so quickly after 
firefighters arrived on the scene and 
opened tile lower portion to let out smoke 
before it became a major problem to 
their fire fighting efforts. 


Tuesday after resurveying the scene 


and talking with the people living around 
the church, Chief Tieman said he was 
jnformed a young boy saw a lightning 
bolt and a puff of smoke at the church 
roof. Marr said lightning continued to 
play ground in the sky as light rain fell 
and the fire raged back in the southwest. 


Church Hall Ravaged 


Lightning was blamed for touching off a fire which totally 
destroyed the frame Fellowship Hall directly behind the 
modern new church of North Side Baptist congregation, 2800 N. 
Beaton St. Monday afternoon. Fire Chief Charlie Tieman said 
the bolt probably struck at the roof line in the extreme right side 
of this photo on the building's south side.

FIRECRACKER BARBECUE 


IDEAS: Summertime 
is bar- 


becue time! Everyone knows 
that, but did you know that 
Haitians used to sleep on their 
"barbecues!" 


.The word as we know it seems 


to have its origin in a Haitian 
term, "Barbacoa," from the 
Spanish 
meaning 
"a 
rude 


framework of sticks set on 
posts...whether for cooking or 
sleeping." 


Another origin possibility 


might be from the French 
"barbe-a-gueue," meaning 
"from snout to tail," this term 
referring to a whole animal 
roasted or broiled in its entirety 
for a feast, or the feast at which 
such meat is served. 


No matter where it came from, 


the institution of the American 
barbecue has become quite a 
tradition. 


To make FIRECRACKER 


MARINADE 
especially 
for 


Fourth of July turkey, combine Vz 
cup salad oil Vz cup wine vinegar, 
1 teaspoon seasoned salt, 
lk 


teaspoon pepper, 2 teaspoons

NCAC-Trained 


Boys Seek 
Odd Jobs

If local residents have any odd jobs around 


their homes or businesses, there are five boys 
looking for such jobs after completing a 
handyman's course at the Navarro County 
Action Committee manpower center. 


The boys, Billy Joe Bradley, David Crit- 


tendon, Charles Allen, Stephen Frost, all 16 
and Billy Ward, 15, were trained to use hand 
and mechanical tools with some shop ex- 
perience under the direction of Glenn Scholle. 


Guy Rushin, manpower coordinator and 


educational director, said that the course also 
taught the boys responsibilities and safety 
techniques they would need not only to obtain 
but to keep jobs. 


The boys, with Scholle's help, made a list of 


jobs they thought they coiM do, including 
small paint jobs, fixing screen doors and 
-screens, small wood repairs, fixing fences, 
puttying windows, trimming bushes and 
putting up and making shelves. 


Others include mowing yards, moving 


furniture, washing windows, cleaning jobs, 
filling in low places in yards and driveways, 
washing cars, and moving lumber. 


Rushin said that even after the boys ob- 


tained their jobs, they would be allowed to use 
equipment at the center and if needed would 
receive supervision for some jobs. 


Scholle noted that the boys made shelves, 


paddles, and other small objects during the 
shop course and also learned the correct 
techniques of handling hammers, saws, and 
mechanical tools, such as sabre saws, cable 
saws, and drills. 


Persons interested in hiring the boys should 


contact the training center.
